Sec. 12. In determining the amount of AFDC cash benefit for recipient families assigned to the Welfare Reform Treatment
Group, any earned or unearned income received by or deemed available to members of the assistance group shall not be
considered in computing the AFDC cash benefit. The recipient family shall receive the maximum benefit allowable, based
on the number of eligible members in its assistance group, until the family is no longer eligible for AFDC under IC 12-14-2.
